EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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3. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
reference has failed to disclose or suggest a surgical instrument and a method of using the 
surgical instrument as recited in the independent claims 14, 16 and 24, especially, a filamentary 
element that is distinct from and does not form part of the tape, the filamentary element 
extending along at least a portion of the length of the tape and having a first end permanently 
affixed at a first position to the tape and a second end, the filamentary element passing through 
the tape at least once at a second position different from the first position, whereby manipulation 
of the filamentary element increases or decreases tension on the tape, thereby providing 
increased or decreased support to the urethra respectively. 

Claims 14, 16-28 are allowed.
